Alberta’s insurance rate 
board says it will allow com¬ 
panies to hike automobile 
insurance rates by five per 
cent. 

The Automobile Insur¬ 
ance Rate Board says insur¬ 
ance companies have the 
option to implement all or 
part of the increase over the 
next three years. 

The rate hike, which ap¬ 
plies only to the mandatory 
part of coverage, is effective 
Nov. 1. The board says a 
boost in injury frequency 
and property damage col¬ 
lisions, combined with a 
drop in revenue generated 
by investments made on 
premium income, were 
the key factors behind it 
allowing the increase. 

Board chairman Alfred 
Savage says the increase 
works out to an average 
hike of $30 per year. 

The board says this is 
the first increase since 2008. 

NDP MLA David Eggen 
said Thursday that an in¬ 
crease to mandatory insur¬ 
ance rates in Alberta will be 
costly for Alberta families. 

“These insurance 
companies have been losing 
in the stock market, and 
I don’t understand why 
Albertans should foot the 
bill for this,” Eggen said in a 
news release. 

“Insurance rates in 
Alberta are already among 
the highest in the country, 
and now we’re expecting 
them to increase for the 
next couple of years.” 

In many provinces, 
provincial governments are 
responsible for automobile 
insurance in order to 
ensure affordable insurance 
rates for drivers. Both Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba, 
which have a government 
insurance agency, have 
substantially cheaper insur¬ 
ance rates. 

The NDP believes that 
Albertans would be better 
served by a provincial 
insurance plan that would 
regulate costs and save driv¬ 
ers money.

Man charged in death of 
West Edmonton mother

Neighbours say a young 
mother is the city’s latest 
homicide victim. 

Edmonton police said 
Thursday that 25-year-old 
Alexandra Noble died Wed¬ 


nesday evening from as¬ 
phyxia due to strangulation. 

A 27-year-old man is in 
custody and charges have 
been laid. He is the same man 
who EPS spokesperson Lisa 
Sobchyshyn said turned him¬ 
self in at the West Division 
station at 5:50 p.m. Wednes¬ 
day, alerting officers to an 
apartment complex just off 
Stony Plain Road. 

When police arrived at the 
Villa Lea Apartments, a four- 
storey walk-up at 101 Avenue 
and 153 Street, they found an 
unresponsive Noble in her 
basement suite. 

CPR was performed and 
Noble was revived, but she 
died in hospital an hour later. 


Julie Jones, who lives 
across the hall, said Noble 
had been living with a boy¬ 
friend and has a young son, 
around two years of age. 

“She was a nice per¬ 
son. There was never any 
trouble, nothing,” said Jones. 
“She was always nice to be 
around.” 

Jones said she arrived 
home around 6 p.m. on Wed¬ 
nesday, but was unaware of 
what happened until the po¬ 
lice knocked on her door. 

She said nothing like this 
has happened before in the 
building, where she has lived 
for two years. 

“I’m really, actually, sur¬ 
prised,” said Jones. “More

Crime. Alleged attempted 
abduction investigated 


Reports indicate former Cal- 
gaiy mayor Dave Bronconnier 
has ended his stint as Alberta’s 
Washington envoy. 

Premier Alison Redford ap¬ 
pointed him to the post last 
November, despite Broncon¬ 
nier often being critical of de¬ 
cisions made by the provincial 
Tories during his time at the 
head of Calgary’s city council. 

It was not clear Thursday 
what impact Bronconnier had 
on negotiations with the U.S. 
over key Alberta projects like

Edmonton police are investi¬ 
gating the attempted abduc¬ 
tion of a teenage girl on Tues¬ 
day.

Alberta com maze 
may set world record 
for largest QR code

From the ground, the Lacombe 
Com Maze may look like any 
other field, but an aerial view 
shows the roughly 15-acre span 
has gone a little more high- 
tech. 

Eveiy year the Kraay Family 
Farm, operated by Rachel 
Kraay, her husband and his par¬ 
ents, looks to find a new design 
for a popular com maze. 

“This is our 13th year of los¬ 
ing people,” joked Kraay. 

“You see those QR codes 
all over the place and we were 
land of struggling with what 
to do this year. I saw one and 
thought, ‘That kind of looks 
like a maze — I wonder if we 
could make it into a maze?”’ 

After planting the crop at 
the end of May and cutting out 
the design in June, the farm 
is now home to what Kraay is 
hoping is the world’s largest

functioning QR code. 

Kraay said they took a heli¬ 
copter up on Monday, scanned 
the code on a smartphone from 
1,400 feet in the air and were 
directed to their website, kraay- 
familyfarm.com. 

All the evidence has been 
submitted and Kraay said the 
farm is waiting for the final 
word from Guinness World Re¬ 
cords officials. 

As for how they’ll top this 
year’s design? 

“We don’t think about it 
until next winter,” Kraay said 
with a laugh. 

The Kraay Famf 
Farm opens for the 
summer on Friday.

Rough conditions 


Canoeing tourists 
rescued from 
Athabasca River 

A Mountie involved in rescu¬ 
ing tourists who were canoe¬ 
ing in rain-soalced northern 
Alberta says river conditions 
were so rough that the guides 
who took them should never 
have set off in the first place. 


But the owner of the tour 
company says the water rose 
so suddenly that the situation 
couldn’t have been avoided. 

“The water was too high 
for this group, but the water 
came up so fast we couldn’t 
get them off the river fast 
enough,” said Mike Kunhert, 
owner of Timberwolf Tours 
based in Spruce Grove. 

RCMP responded Wed¬ 
nesday to a GPS emergency- 
distress signal from the 


group, which had 10 travel¬ 
lers in five separate canoes on 
the Athabasca River north of 
Hinton. 

Police say one person was 
stranded on an island and 
two more had been washed 
ashore about a kilometre 
downstream from their 
group after two of the canoes 
capsized. 

Mounties using an Alberta 
Fish and Wildlife jet boat 
managed to rescue all the 


tourists. 

Cpl. Dan Kooznetzoff, who 
was in the jet boat, said there 
were two guides in the group. 
Most of the tourists were 
from Germany. One was from 
Japan and another was from 
Britain. 

“I couldn’t stress that 
enough, how lucky these 
people are that no one was 
seriously hurt or killed,” Kooz¬ 
netzoff said.

High-school students in Ed¬ 
monton will be targeted in a 
national recruiting blitz to hire 
dancers for strip clubs, accord¬ 
ing to the head of the Adult 
Entertainment Association of 
Canada. 

The organization, which 


represents nearly 40,000 strip¬ 
pers, says a new decision by the 
federal government to refrain 
from issuing temporaiy visas 
or extensions to foreign dan¬ 
cers working here will cut their 
workforce by five per cent. 

“They are trying to destroy 


the industry, and what it seems 
is younger women between 18 
(and) 19 have been untouched,” 
said association director Tim 
Lambrinos. 

Connie Fisher-Chessell, 
head of the parents’ council at 
W.P. Wagner School, said she 
can’t see the Edmonton Public 
School Board allowing any on¬ 
site recruitment at job fairs or 
anything similar, despite the 
fact that strip clubs are legal, 
“because the kids are mostly 
still under 18 when they gradu¬ 


ate. If someone chooses to do 
that and they’re 18 years old, 
that is up to them, but the 
school board is not going to 
have anything to do with it. I 
just can’t imagine them doing 
anything with it or for it.” 

Dave Colburn, EPSB chair, 
said the board has yet to be ap¬ 
proached by the organization, 
but added “it’s not something 
that’s interfaced with Edmon¬ 
ton Public.”

Students 

launch 

postcard 

protest 

Putting postcards on the Inter¬ 
net is one way to get your feel¬ 
ings across, and the University 
of Alberta Students’ Union is 
doing just that. 

The students’ union 
launched postcardsforlister. 
ca on Thursday morning to 
protest three of the university’s 
four towers being turned into 
a first-year residence — which 
entails a series of changes. 

UASU president Colten Yam- 
agishi said the group has heard 
from hundreds of students and 
alumni, and wanted to provide 
a public forum as well as ways 
to contact the university. 

Some of the changes an¬ 
nounced Monday, which the 
university claims will improve 
student transition, safety and 
retention, include placing 
mainly first-year and trans¬ 
fer students into the Kelsey, 
Mackenzie and Henday towers; 
prohibiting alcohol outside 
private spaces; and eliminating 
46 elected student-residence 
positions with university hires. 

The union was not 
consulted on — and does 
not support — many of the 
changes, Yamagishi said. It has 
requested a full reversal of the 
plans pending consultation, 
and hopes to meet with the 
administration over the next 
few days. In the meantime, 
postcards should be addressed 
to U of A president Indira 
Samarasekera. 

“It’s actually inspiring to 
see responses we’re getting 
from current students, from 
alumni, from people who 
lived in Lister 20 years ago,” 
Yamagishi said.

Some of the victims fight¬ 
ing for their lives after being 
wounded in last week’s Colo¬ 
rado theatre rampage may 
face enormous medical bills 
without the benefit of health 
insurance. 

The U.S. doesn’t have 
universal health coverage, 
though hospitals are required 
by federal law to stabilize 
patients during emergencies 
without regard to their abil¬ 
ity to pay. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion’s health care overhaul 
would cover millions more 
uninsured, but Republicans 
strongly object to its cost. 

Members of the public 
have contributed nearly $2 
million to help victims, in¬ 
cluding the Warner Bros. 


studio that released the Bat¬ 
man movie that was showing 
when the gunman opened 
fire.

Among the uninsured vic¬ 


tims is a 23-year-old aspiring 
comic, Caleb Medley, who is 
in critical condition with a 
head wound. His wife, Katie, 
gave birth to their first child 
on Tuesday. 

His family and friends 
said they have set a goal of 
raising $500,000 US to cover 
his hospital bills and other 
expenses and were more than 
halfway there Wednesday.

Gun debate shot 

The White House made clear 
Thursday that new legislation 
on gun control will not be on 
the political agenda this elec¬ 
tion year, as President Barack 
Obama and Republican chal¬ 
lenger Mitt Romney engaged 
in their most extensive 
discussions on the issue since 
last week’s Colorado theatre 


shooting. 

Their comments revived 
— if briefly — a sensitive 
debate that has faded to 
the background in national 
politics and been virtually no¬ 
nexistent in this year’s close 
presidential race. 

While Obama called for 
tougher background checks 
on Americans trying to buy a 
gun, White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said the president 
is not pushing for new gun- 


control legislation, though he 
still supports a ban on assault 
weapons. Carney said Obama 
intends to focus on other 
ways to combat violence. 

The White House had 
faced fresh questions since 
the Colorado shooting about 
whether Obama, a strong sup¬ 
porter of gun control while 
a senator, would make an 
election-year push for stricter 
measures.

It’s a word the mother of dis¬ 
membered Chinese student 
Jun Lin never thought she’d as¬ 
sociate with the man charged 
with murdering her son in 
brutal fashion. 

Sympathy. 

Originally, sorrow and an¬ 
ger dominated Zhigui Du’s 
thoughts as she asked herself 
how such an appalling thing 
could happen to her son in 
a kind and peaceful country 
like Canada. 

But as she laid her 33-year- 
old son to rest Thursday, Du 
said she has begun to feel sym¬ 
pathy on some level toward a 
man she calls the “devil.” 

“Back then, I could only use 
‘devil’ to describe the alleged 
murderer,” said Du, whose 
son’s gruesome murder cap¬ 
tured worldwide attention. 

“But later on, when I learn¬ 
ed more about this suspect 
through different news sources, 


especially about his upbring¬ 
ing, I shockingly discovered 
my other self who has started 
to develop sympathy for this 
person.” 

Du, who was too distraught 
to attend the funeral itself, 
made the remarks through an 
interpreter during a eulogy she 
gave at a later news conference. 

Lin’s dismembered torso 
was found in a suitcase dumped 
outside a Montreal apartment 
building. Other body parts 
were mailed to different parts 
of the countiy. Luka Rocco 
Magnotta has pleaded not 
guilty to first-degree murder. 

The family decided to buiy 
their son’s remains in the land 
he loved and in the city he 
loved most. 

In an emotional 30-minute 
ceremony, Lin’s father sobbed 
openly as he sat in the front 
row. Before the ceremony 
began, he entered the chamber 
and clutched his son’s urn, cry¬ 
ing uncontrollably. 

Father Hemy Rodriguez, 
who presided over the funeral, 
called Lin a loving and con¬ 
siderate son who loved life. His 
life was ended by an “evil act.”

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Beijing flood’s 
official death 
toll rises to 77 


Natural disaster. 

Authorities reveal grim 
tally, the first since 
Sunday, after search was 
hindered by mudslides 


Chinese authorities on Thurs¬ 
day raised Saturday’s Beijing 
storm’s death toll to 77 after 
the public questioned the 
tally of 37, with some resi¬ 
dents even compiling their 
own totals in a reflection of 
deep mistrust of the govern¬ 
ment’s handling of the disas¬ 
ter. 

The Beijing city govern¬ 
ment said 77 bodies of victims 
from Saturday’s downpour 
had been found in the city 
as of Thursday; 66 of whom 
have been identified. Near¬ 
ly half of the victims were 
found in Fangshan district, a 
rural community in the city’s

mountainous outskirts, the 
government said on its micro¬ 
blog. 

In a rare expression of 


humility, Beijing’s flood and 
drought prevention head¬ 
quarters offered condolences 
to the families of the victims 
and pledged that it would 
“conscientiously sum up 
and reflect and learn lessons 
from” the flood, and improve 
the city’s resilience against 
disasters. 

No new death toll figures 
had been issued since Sunday, 
the day after Beijing’s largest 
downpour in 61 years over¬ 
whelmed drainage systems, 
swamped downtown under¬ 
passes and sent flash floods 
roiling through the city’s out¬ 
skirts. 

Officials have kept a tight 
lid on information, mindful 
that failure to cope with the 
flooding could undermine 
the countiy’s leadership as 
it undergoes a once-a-decade 
transition, with Beijing lead¬ 
ers a part of that reshuffling.

Romney’s gaffe-riddled U.K. 
trip ‘hands gift to Obama’ 


The inquiry into a Manitoba 
judge whose nude photos ap¬ 
peared on the Internet may be 
halted over complaints that the 
inquiiy committee is biased. 

Sheila Block, the lawyer 
representing Manitoba Justice 
Lori Douglas, said Thursday 
that questions from the inquiry 
committee have amounted to 
“withering, rapid-fire, aggres¬ 
sive cross-examination.” 

“It revealed one-side views. 
They were not follow-up, clari¬ 
fying questions,” Block said. 
“The remedy... is that the com¬ 
mittee should stand down and 
terminate these proceedings.” 

The inquiiy by the Canadian 
Judicial Council includes the 
chief justices of three other 


provinces. It is examining 
whether Douglas, an associate 
chief justice in the Manitoba 
Court of Queen’s Bench, should 
lose her job because of a con¬ 
troversy that began when her 
husband, Jack King, harassed a 
client. 

In 2003, when Douglas and 
King were family-law lawyers 
at the same firm, King up¬ 
loaded sexually explicit photos 
of Douglas to a website dedi¬ 
cated to interracial sex and 
said his wife was looking for a 
black partner. He also emailed 
photos to a client named Alex¬ 
ander Chapman, who is black, 
and asked him to have sex with 
Douglas.

Supreme Court of Canada 


Court rules on 
kidnapping 

In a ruling that sought 
to define when a kidnap¬ 
ping begins and ends, the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
on Thursday threw out the 
appeal of one of Graham 
McMynn’s abductors. 


The Supreme Court 
agreed with the B.C. Court 
of Appeal that a trial judge 
erred when he convicted 
Sam Tuan Vu of unlawful 
confinement rather than 
the far more serious charge 
of kidnapping. Vu was 
among five men charged 
after McMynn was grabbed 
at gunpoint and held for 
eight days, the Canadian press

Mitt Romney’s trip abroad was 
meant to illustrate his readiness 
for the international stage as he 
attempts to deny U.S. President 
Barack Obama a second term in 
November. 

Instead, there was this head¬ 
line Thursday adorning one of 
the biggest and most respected 
newspapers in Great Britain, 
the Guardian: “Mitt Romney’s 
Olympics blunder stuns No. 10 
and hands gift to Obama.” 

The paper also featured a 
live blog devoted to Romney 
ridicule. “Romney in London,” 
read one tweet highlighted on 
the blog. “Come on. We needed 
this. It’s a little comic relief. 
Kind of like Mr. Bean, only he’s 
an American.” 

Indeed, Romney’s visit to 
the United Kingdom has been 
a veritable public-relations dis¬ 
aster, one that immediately 
got off to a bad start when an 
unnamed adviser told the Daily 
Telegraph that the candidate’s 


“Anglo-Saxon heritage” means 
he can forge closer ties with 
Britain than Obama. 

As Romney tried to distance 
himself from those remarks, 
the Republican presidential 
hopeful set off another fire¬ 
storm when he suggested Lon¬ 
don wasn’t prepared for the 
Summer Games. 

“You know, it’s hard to know 
just how well it will turn out,” 
he told NBC News Wednesday. 
“There are a few things that 
were disconcerting, the stories 
about the private security firm 
not having enough people, sup¬ 
posed strike of the immigration 
and customs officials; that ob¬ 
viously is not something which 
is encouraging.” 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron was not amused. “You’re 
going to see beyond doubt that 
Britain can deliver,” a testy Cam¬ 
eron told reporters Thursday. 

And yet the gaffes didn’t 
stop at the Olympics. Romney 
also mentioned meeting with 
the head of the top-secret MI6 
British intelligence agency, 
something considered a proto¬ 
col lapse. Even the right-wing 
British media were critical.

Private security 
firm promises 
more workers 

There may soon be a 
“changing of the guard” at 
the Olympic Park in Lon¬ 
don. The private security 
contractor responsible for 
the bulk of Olympic secur¬ 
ity says it’s getting hundreds 
more workers each day. 

The security firm G4S has 
been skewered for failing 
to provide enough security 


personnel for the Games 
— a shortfall that forced 
Britain’s military to deploy 
1,200 more troops this week 
and 3,500 others last week. 

G4S spokesman Adam 
Mynott said Thursday many 
workers had either finally 
passed the accreditation 
process or completed train¬ 
ing. The hope, he said, is to 
numerically replace the ex¬ 
tra military personnel. 

Some British lawmakers 
have called for G4S to foot 
the bill for bringing in the 
extra troops.

Politicians 
turning to 
Twiplomacy 


Twitter. Study finds 
that 16 G20 leaders 
are using platform for 
public diplomacy, but 
China, Saudi Arabia 
and Indonesia have 
not joined Twitterverse 


Almost two-thirds of world 
leaders have joined the Twitter¬ 
verse where U.S. President Bar¬ 
ack Obama and his tweet on 
gay marriage is the most popu¬ 
lar to date, says a new study. 

But the rise in so-called 
“Twiplomacy” resembles 
something of an echo cham¬ 
ber, according to an analysis 
of 264 government accounts 
in 125 countries that PR firm 
Burson-Marsteller describes 
as the first-ever global study 
of world leaders on Twitter. 

Some 264 world leaders 
now have a Twitter account, 
and researchers believe that 
30 of them do their own 
tweeting. Altogether they

@BarackObama, which is run 
by the Obama campaign office 
and has 17.8-million followers. 


• Of those followers, 76 are 
peers and other govern¬ 
ments. Obama rarely sends 
his own tweets, but when 
he does he signs them, as 
he did in one to the first 
lady on Valentine's Day. 


have sent more than 350,000 
tweets to almost 52-million 
followers, the study shows. 

But about one-third don’t 
follow each other and dozens 
don’t even follow any other 
Twitterers. But that doesn’t 
mean they don’t converse. 
More than nine of every 10 
tweets by the Ugandan prime 
minister and the Rwandan 
president are replies, the 
study says.

Zellers stores may soon join 
now-defunct Canadian chains 
as a relic of the retail past after 
its parent company said Thurs¬ 
day it will close most of the 64 
remaining locations, affecting 
up to 6,400 jobs. 

Hudson’s Bay Co. — Zellers 
Inc.’s parent company — has 
been contemplating what to do 
with the brand since last year 
when it sold the majority of the 
leases for its 279 discount stores 
to Target Corp. for $1.83 billion. 

Spokeswoman Tiffany Bour- 
re said Zellers is “considering 
options” for certain locations, 
including “rebranding some 
stores” — a determination that 
has yet to be made.

Zellers was one of 
the last remaining large Can¬ 


adian discount retailers after 
the Woolco, BiWay and Bargain 
Harold’s brands became extinct 
years ago.

Zellers has been a key part 
of the Hudson Bay portfolio 
since 1978, emerging as the 
company’s discount retail sub¬ 
sidiary by offering clothing and 
household items at lower price 
points.

In this amazing island- 
and-sea photograph, you 
can almost see Van Gogh’s 
famous painting The 
Starry Night. The image of 
greenish phytoplankton 
swirling around Gotland, 
a Swedish island in the 
Baltic Sea, was voted 
by the public as the top 
image from NASA’s Earth 
as Art collection. The col¬ 
lection is based on more 
than 40 years’ worth of 
images from the space 
agency’s Earth-observation 
satellites. 

Since 1972, NASA’s 
Landsat earth-observing 
program has become a 
vital reference worldwide 
for understanding scien¬ 
tific issues related to land 
use and natural resources. 

Beyond the scientific 
information they supply, 
some Landsat images are 
simply striking to look 
at, presenting spectacu¬ 
lar views of mountains, 
valleys and islands as well 
as forests, grasslands and 
agricultural patterns.

The Watch. Three 
of the funniest guys 
around can't even save 
this lacklustre comedy 


Richard: Mark, The Watch 
mixes and matches an alien 
invasion story with a police 
procedural story and com¬ 
edy in the same way that 
it throws together its three 
over the title stars, Stiller, 
Hill and Vaughn. That is 
to say, sloppily. It hopes 
to win audiences by giving 
them a little of everything, 
but feels like the cinematic 
equivalent of an unmade 
bed. Luckily newcomer (to 
us anyway) Richard Ayoade 
spices things up. 

Mark: Richard, I didn’t even 
like this movie when it was 
called Ghostbusters. And 
that movie had an iconic cast 
and was very much of its mo¬ 
ment. But this flick feels so 
ripped off that even the col¬ 


our of the slime is the same. 
Yes, Ayoade is good, and I 
hope to see him in a bet¬ 
ter movie soon. And Vince 
Vaughan can’t help but be 
funny. But you’re right about 
the sloppiness of the whole 
enterprise. Every scene and 
every character has a differ¬ 
ent tone, resulting in a tone- 
deaf comedy. I don’t think I 
laughed once. 

RC: I liked this more than 
you think.

Star Wars could have been a lot 
different if Mark Hamill had 
picked his role. 

“I remember reading Star

There was never any ques¬ 
tion of that, however, and 
he went on to become a pop 
culture icon as plucky Luke 
Skywallcer, the intrepid space 
adventurer who helps derail 
the evil Vader’s plans for gal¬ 
actic domination in three Star 
Wars films. 

Hamill’s latest role is a 
galaxy away from the earn¬ 
est Skywalker. In Sushi Girl, a 
crime noir flick having its inter¬ 
national premiere at Montreal’s 
Fantasia Film Festival, he plays 


Crow, a sadistic robber who 
inflicts pain with all the non¬ 
chalance of a chat between Sky- 
walker and his robot pal R2D2. 

“Every actor wants to push 
the envelope and explore the 
extremes on both sides,” Ham¬ 
ill said, calling Skywalker “an 
icon of virtue.” 

But playing villains has 
proven lucrative for him too, 
with one of the most notable 
being his over-the-top vocal in¬ 


terpretation of The Joker in the 
animated Batman TV series and 
video games. 

“It was a great kick to be 
cast as The Joker because he’s 
an icon 180 degrees away from 
Luke,” Hamill said, agreeing it’s 
often more enjoyable to play 
the villain than the hero. 

“You’re messing up the 
chance for good to succeed and 
that’s a lot of fim.”

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Ricky Martin is living the life on Broadway 


Taming the monster. 

Pop star talks about 
tackling the role of Che 
in Evita and taking up 
residence in New York 
City with his family 


Ricky Martin says Broadway is 
a monster that requires disci¬ 
pline, concentration and dedi¬ 
cation, but Evita’s Che is feel¬ 
ing so happy and so at home 
that he can’t imagine moving 
for a while. 

“I would love to do Broad¬ 
way the rest of my life!” Mar¬ 
tin said on Tuesday, breaking 
a months-long silence he sub¬ 
jected himself to in order to 
preserve a voice that he’s been 
using eight shows a week, 
since March and until Januaiy. 

In an interview at the 
Marriott Marquis Hotel in 
Times Square, which houses 
the musical based on the life 
of Argentina’s first lady Eva 
Peron, Martin said he’s never 
been challenged as much as 
in the Tim Rice and Andrew 
Lloyd Webber spectacle and 
that this is, precisely, what has 
him “hooked” on Broadway, 
where he debuted in 1996 as 
Marius in Les Miserables. 

Martin has already decided 
to stay in the Big Apple at least 
for a while, calling it a “fascin¬ 
ating” and multicultural city 
for his twins, Matteo and Val¬ 
entino, soon four years old. 

You were born for the stage 
and certainly for one on 
Broadway. Any immedi¬ 
ate plans to work on other 
musicals or plays after Evita? 
I love being onstage. I love 
what’s happening with Evita. 
The reaction that I get eveiy 
night from the audience, the 
emotions, the feeling, what 
I’m feeling every night on¬ 
stage is, is simply beautiful. 
It’s never the same, you never 
get bored, it’s very challen¬ 


ging. Do I want to come back 
to Broadway? I would love to 
do Broadway the rest of my 
life! Because it’s challenging, 
because it makes me grow as 
an actor, as an entertainer, 
as an artist, and that’s what I 
need, that’s what I’m hooked 
on. 


Would you consider staying 
here in New York? 

I AM staying here in New York! 
Those are my plans. Anything 
can change in show business, 
you know how it goes, every¬ 
thing changes from one day 
to the other. But my idea is to 
stay here for a while. 


You have worked eight 
shows a week for months 
now and you still have until 
January to go. Has this taken 
a toll on you, physically, 
emotionally? 

If you thought that you knew 
about discipline, well my level 
of discipline was very basic 
until I started doing this show 


specifically. The role of Che is 
very challenging every night, 
but I’m really enjoying this. 
I’m dealing with so many 
emotions, every day, in front 
of an audience. That vulner¬ 
ability is ... addictive. I’m veiy 
happy to do this. 

Do you get any "me" time 


at all? 

You have to. The thing is that 
with the show I have a really 
amazing schedule. I wake up 
in the morning, I take the 
kids to school, then I come 
back home and I spend time 
in silence, which is very im¬ 
portant. I meditate. I read the 
newspaper or I just work out 
and come back but it is very 
important for me to be cen¬ 
tred and focused to be able to 
pull out this show. It’s a lot of 
work. It’s two hours of intense 
adrenaline, physically and 
mentally. 

You just mentioned your 
kids and your plans to stay 
in New York. How is it to live 
with young children in New 
York? 

New York City is an amaz¬ 
ing place to raise children. I 
mean, there’s so much you 
can do with kids here: all 
kinds of museums, you have 
the park (Central Park), you 
have kids from all over the 
world! My kids are going to 
school literally with kids from 
all over the world so they’re 
exposed to so much at such a 
young age. It’s such a fascinat¬ 
ing city, I love New York City. 
It really is amazing.

In the CTV supernatural med¬ 
ical drama Saving Hope, Dr. 
Charles “Charlie” Harris is 
the “glue” that helps hold 
Hope-Zion Hospital together.

Can a monkey save NBC? 

The network that rou¬ 
tinely finishes last in ratings 
among the big four broadcast 
companies is in a state of tran¬ 
sition, most obviously seen in 
its approach to comedy this 
fall. 

Where NBC has been a ha¬ 
ven for critically loved, cult- 
hit sitcoms that don’t draw 
massive amounts of viewers, 
the network is now introdu¬ 
cing comedies starring a lab- 
coat wearing monkey (Animal 
Practice) and babies raised 
by clueless, yet caring, dads 
(Guys with Kids.) 

“We’re going to transition 
with our comedy program¬ 
ming and ... try to broaden 
the audience and broaden 
what the network does,” 
Robert Greenblatt, chairman 
of NBC Entertainment, told 
journalists gathered at the 
Television Critics Association 
press tour in Beverly Hills, 
Calif., on Wednesday. 

“Those Thursday comed¬ 
ies, which the critics love and 
we love, tend to be a bit more 
narrow than we’d ultimately 
like as we go forward.” 


Greenblatt was referring 
to shows like Parks and Re¬ 
creation and 30 Rock, and 
more specifically, Commun¬ 
ity, which featured an en¬ 
tire episode that played out 
in the style of an 8-bit video 
game last season. Though all 
three were renewed for next 
season, as of late Community 
has received little love from 
NBC, which fired the show’s 
creator, ordered only 13 epi¬ 
sodes, and pushed the show 
back to Fridays. 

“The reason that we did 13 
episodes of that and a couple 
of our other shows is because 
we really wanted to get more 
comedies on the schedule ... 
which isn’t to say we couldn’t 
decide at some point to ex¬ 
tend those seasons,” Green¬ 
blatt said. 

“I would love nothing 
more than Community to 
have a following on Friday 
and to be able to continue it.” 

NBC offering even that 
amount of support to a 
similarly quirky new series 
doesn’t appear likely. Green¬ 
blatt called those creatively 
robust, yet ill-performing 
sitcoms “a little bit more so¬ 
phisticated than I think you 
might want for a real broad 
audience.” 

And what says “mass ap¬ 
peal” better than animals and 
babies? 

“We didn’t sit down and 
say, ‘Let’s find some shows 
with babies and animals 
everywhere,’ but we did buy 
into visions from creators that 
we felt were funny, specific, 
emotional and original,” said 
Jennifer Sallee, NBC president.

Another try 
for Perry

Just ask 
Matthew Perry. 

The Canadian-American 
actor spent 10 seasons as 
smart-alecky Chandler Bing 
on the hit NBC series. 

Since that series went

Tricks of the tailor. After 
10 seasons, Project Runway 
still puts on a good show 


Project Runway, the U.S. reality 
TV competition for fashion de¬ 
signers, is back and celebrating 
its 10th anniversary. But even 
with 125 episodes behind it, the 
show still has tricks up its me¬ 
ticulously tailored sleeve. 

“We had one (challenge) 
where (the designers) had to 
make clothes out of candy,” 
Klum reveals, though she is 
careful to keep the details of 
other Season 10 challenges a 
secret. “We went to Ralph Lau¬ 
ren’s daughter’s store... Dylan’s 
Candy Bar, and they loved it.

The work of Travis Wall is 
everywhere. The young dan¬ 
cer is choreographing rou¬ 
tines on the current season of 
Fox’s So You Think You Can 
Dance; his moves are featured 
in the film Step Up Revolu¬ 
tion, hitting theatres Friday; 
and on Tuesday, his mission 
to found the dance company 
Shaping Sound with his 
friends is documented on the 
new Oxygen reality series, All 
the Right Moves. 


The 24-year-old SYTYCD 
veteran — he was the run¬ 
ner-up on the competition’s 
second season — has, un¬ 
deniably, become a bankable 
name in the dance world. 

That notoriety doesn’t 
always sit well with his pals 

— including Shaping Sound 
co-founders Nick Lazzarini, 
winner of the first season of 
SYTYCD, and Teddy Forance, 
who has performed with 
Lady Gaga and Janet Jackson 

— which makes Wall’s story 
perfect for a docu-series. Art¬ 
istry and drama collide in 
every episode. 

“When we were getting 
things kicked off, I definitely 
took the leadership role,” 
Wall said of his group at the 
Television Critics Association 
press tour in Beverly Hills, 
Calif., on Wednesday. “And 
through the season, we defin¬ 
itely see control struggles. Our 
egos are definitely tested.” 


From episode one there 
is concern over the shadow 
Wall’s spotlight may cast 
on his partners, particularly 
after the suggestion is made 
to rename the company Tra¬ 
vis Wall’s Shaping Sound. 

“That was not the inten¬ 
tion of starting this dance 
company, to throw my name 
on it,” Wall insisted. 

Instead, Wall hopes Shap¬ 
ing Sound, whose co-found¬ 
ers were just nominated for 


an Emmy for their choreog¬ 
raphy on Dancing with the 
Stars, receives even more 
widespread recognition for 
their talent. 

“Our goal in the entire 
series is to ... tour the United 
States with our dance com¬ 
pany,” Wall said.

• Four 12-oz cans cola soda (6 cans are 
needed if making granita) 

• 12-oz bag frozen cherries, thawed 

• Chopped maraschino cherries, to 
garnish 

1. In saucepan over high heat, 
bring cola to a boil. Use caution 
and stir regularly until the foam 
subsides. Boil until mix reduced to 1 
cup, about 20 minutes. 

2. In blender, puree cherries until 
smooth. Stir the cherries into the 
reduced cola and cook for another 
2 minutes. Strain mix through fine 
mesh strainer, discarding solids. Al¬ 
low to cool. Refrigerate until using. 

3. To use with shaved ice, drizzle a 
bit of the syrup over a cone or bowl 
of ice, then garnish with chopped 
maraschino cherries. 

Granita option: Stir 2 more 12-oz 
cans of cola into the entire batch 
of cooled syrup. Pour into a 9-by- 
13-inch pan and freeze. Every 20 
minutes, use a fork to scrape and 
stir the mixture until it is firm with 
small ice crystals. Spoon into dishes 
and garnish with chopped cherries. 


Coconut Lime Shaved Ice 

• 2 cupssugar 

• 1/2 cup water 

• 1/3 cup lime juice 

• Zest of 2 limes 

• Cream of coconut, to drizzle 

1. In a small saucepan over 
medium heat, combine the sugar, 
water, lime juice and lime zest. 
Heat, stirring until the sugar 
dissolves, about 3 to 4 minutes. 
Remove from the heat and allow 
the mixture to cool completely. 
Refrigerate until ready to use. 

2. To use with shaved ice, drizzle 
a bit of the syrup over a cone or 
bowl of ice, then drizzle cream of 
coconut over the top. 

Granita option: Stir another 11/2 
cups of water and 1/2 cup lime 
juice into the entire batch of 
chilled syrup. Pour the mixture 
into a 9-by-l 3-inch pan and freeze. 
Every 20 minutes, use a fork 
to scrape and stir the mixture 
until it is firm with small ice 
crystals. Gently fold and swirl 1/2 
cup cream of coconut into the 
mixture, then scoop into bowls or 
glasses to serve.

• 1/2 cup cocoa powder 

• 3 tablespoons instant coffee 
granules 

• l cup water 

• Shaved chocolate, to garnish 

1. In a small saucepan over 
medium heat, combine the 
sugar, cocoa powder, instant 
coffee and water. Whisk until 
the sugar and instant coffee 
dissolve. Remove from the heat 
and strain the mixture through 
a fine mesh strainer. Allow to 
cool completely. Refrigerate 
until ready to use. 

2. To use with shaved ice, stir 
the syrup then drizzle a bit 
over a cone or bowl of ice, then 
garnish with shaved chocolate. 

Granita option: Stir another 2 
1/2 cups of water into entire 
batch of cooled syrup. Pour into 
a 9-by-l 3-inch pan and freeze. 
Every 20 minutes, use a fork 
to scrape and stir the mixture 
until it is firm with small ice 
crystals. Spoon into dishes and 
garnish with shaved chocolate.

Canada’s swimmers are de¬ 
manding more of themselves at 
the Summer Olympics. 

After no medals in 2004 and 
one bronze in 2008, Canada’s 
team of 33 athletes is targeting 
three medals and swimmers in 
13 to 15 finals in London. 

“It’s completely different,” 
backstroker Julia Wilkinson 
said Thursday. “Four years ago, 
it was ‘We hope we can make 
some finals.’ 

“Now it’s ‘Who is going to 
be the first one to win a medal?’ 
We’ve land of come in with this 
swagger and we believe we can 
do it.” 

As if to punctuate her point, 
the Stratford, Ont., swimmer 
had her nails painted red, white 
and gold this week. 

Swimming starts Saturday 
and runs for eight days. The 


open-water races, which are 
10-ldlometre swims, will be 
contested in the second week. 

Victoria’s Ryan Cochrane 
prevented a second straight 
shutout in the pool in Beijing 
when he won bronze on the 
last day of competition. Wilkin¬ 
son was about to race a relay 
and recalls she and her team¬ 
mates were stunned to tears by 
Cochrane’s medal. 


There will be no shock and 
awe this time, according to the 
head of Swimming Canada. 

“I don’t have a crystal ball,” 
said chief executive officer 
Pierre Lafontaine.

Bolt says he’s 
been slowed 
by bad back 

Usain Bolt finally confessed 
there has been something 
wrong. It was his back. 

The Olympic champion 
said Thursday a bad back has 
been causing him hamstring 
problems, leading to a pair 
of losses to training partner 
Yohan Blake at the Jamaican 
trials. 

“It was a slight problem. I 
got that fixed and I’m ready 
to go,” Bolt said in his first for¬ 
mal media appearance of the 
London Games, where he was 
given the honour of carrying 
his country’s flag at Friday’s 
opening ceremony. 

Bolt lost to 
Blake twice at 
the recent Ja¬ 
maican 


trials in both the 100 and 
his favoured 200 metres. 
The setbacks fuelled specu¬ 
lation that he was injured, 
but haven’t dampened ex¬ 
pectation that he will retain 
his 100 and 200 gold med¬ 
als. 

Bolt also dismissed talk 
that he had been training 
away from TV cameras and re¬ 
porters at the Jamaican team 
camp in central England be¬ 
cause he is injured. 

“I’m always ready,” he 
said. “It’s all about the cham¬ 
pionship. It’s never about the 
trials, everyone knows that. 
My coach doesn’t like the 
cameras. He likes to keep me 
away from the cameras.” 

Bolt was scheduled to ap¬ 
pear alongside Blake and 
other athletes at the event in 
the heart of east London, but 
travel problems held some of 
them up, the Jamaican Olym¬ 
pic Association said.

Canadian swimming star Mark 
Tewksbury watched the open¬ 
ing ceremony of the 1992 Bar¬ 
celona Olympics from the cafe¬ 
teria of the athletes’ village. 

Tewksbury, who won gold at 
those Games in the 100-metre 
backstroke, was hoping to get 
a leg-up on the competition 
by saving his legs from what 
he knew would be a long and 
physically taxing night. 

“I got to the cafeteria and 
my main competitors were 
all there watching on TV too,” 
said Tewksbury, Canada’s chef 
de mission at the London 
Games. “But it was OK. I won it 
by six one hundredths so who 
knows? That might have been 
the six hundredths I would 
have lost.” 

Many of Canada’s athletes 
are slapping Friday’s open¬ 
ing ceremony, some because 
they’re competing the next 
day, others because they’re 
housed in locations that are 
too far a trek from the stadium. 

“Some people really get 
lifted by it and some people 
think the physical drain is too 
much,” Tewksbury said. “It’s a 
personal choice.” 

“The whole point of the 
Olympics is performance. 
That’s the memory you want 
to take for the rest of your life 
and you’ve still got the clos¬ 
ing (ceremony). The closing is 
there and it’s really the ath¬ 
letes’ ceremony. It’s awful to 
walk in an opening and regret 
it because it impacted your per¬ 
formance.”

Stadium, directed by Danny 
Boyle — the Oscar-winning dir-

Most of 
the athletes will be able to walk 
back to their housing, which is 
adjacent to Olympic Park, but 
it still puts them back at the vil¬ 
lage as late as 12:30 a.m. 

Triathlon athlete Simon 
Whitfield of Victoria will lead 
Canada into the ceremony as 
the team’s flag-bearer. They are 


expected to leave the village at 
9 p.m. and enter Olympic Sta¬ 
dium at 10:15. 

Canada’s swim team won’t 
march in the ceremony, mean¬ 
ing freestyler Brent Hayden 
will be three-for-three in giv¬ 
ing the Olympic opening cere¬ 
mony a pass. 

“It’s always kind of team 
policy that if you’re compet¬ 
ing within the first few days 
you tend to skip just because 


you’re not going to get to bed 
at a reasonable hour,” Hayden 
said. “Standing up for hours on 
end, tiring your legs out is not 
necessarily the best thing to do 
before a competition. We all 
wish we could be there. We are 
all very patriotic and we would 
just love to be able to walk into 
the stadium with our countiy, 
waving our flags, but we’re 
here to compete.”

Canada’s Milos Raonic knew 
exactly who to talk to for a 
little guidance ahead of his 
first Olympic experience. 

The rising tennis star said 
he met up with Wayne Gretzky 
last winter in Los Angeles and 
chatted about the London 
Games while out for dinner. 

“He told me that the com¬ 
petition is a big thing for sure, 
but he said the most special 
thing was meeting other 
athletes and just learning from 
them and hearing different 
stories,” Raonic said Thursday. 

Gretzky played for Canada 
at the 1998 Games in Nagano 
and served as the executive 
director of the men’s hockey 
team at the next two Winter 
Olympics. 

Raonic said he was in LA. 
for training when he got con¬ 
nected with Gretzky through a 
friend of a friend. He said The 
Great One told him to make 
sure he savours the Olympic 
experience.

of England as the “green 
and pleasant land,” a dance 
number featuring nurses and a 
closing song by McCartney.
